the track all the way. Jack Dolan and TanilK*aii 
were worked a mile and a furlong together in 2:04. 

Two of the six favorites at Civs<*ent Park were 
beaten tmlay — Disol*edient and .lodge Davey. The 
latter lost through accident. He was sharpl.v cut 
off just after the start and before he could regain 
his stride, he was struck by three or four horses 
and when Livingston got him going, he was eigiit 
lengths or so out of it. Then he went on and tin- 
isheil fourth, running past horses at the end. Dis- 
obedient was beaten liecause he was outrun all the 
way. He was closing up gamely enough at the end. 
but could not get ui>. lie was favorite in an ex- 
ceptionally gwd field. Rapid Water, which made 
th»* most of the running, tired a bit at the end. 
tJoIdsinitli was cut off just after the start, but for 
which he would almost certainly have won. Disolie- 
diem's race was something of a disappointment and 
hi.s Derby <-hances are less highly regarded than they 
were after his first race.

AUGUST BELMONT’S RACERS FOR THIS YEAR. 



August Belmont will race a string of about thirty 
horses on the metropolitan tracks this year. It 
was in ItKH that Mr. Belmont sold nearly all of his 
racers and luactically retired from the turf owing 
to the pressure of outside business, but the re- 
markable succe.ss of the mare Beldame, wdio had 
lx*en leased to Newton Bennington that season. 1 m- 
ductHl the chairman of the .Tockey Club to return on 
a small s<*ale last year. When .Mr. Belmont got out 
of the game two years ago his old trainer. Joiin J. 
Hyland, made other ai-rangeinents, so the Belmont 
stable tills vear will not l>e in his care, but will be 
looked after by A. J. Joyner and John Whalen. 

.\t .Mr. Belmont’s famous Nursery Stud nearly all 
of his horses liave lieen bretl. Hastings, Henry of 
Navarre and Octagon are the leading etallions at 
tliis establishment and their get have sioreil many 
notable turf triumphs. St. Blais**, for which Cliarles 
Reed once paid is also at the stuil, as 

Mr. Belmont iMUight him from James B. Ilaggin at 
a private sale for and soim* of the Nursery 

two-year-olds lliis season are sired liy the old fellow. 
Incidentally it may be recalled that St. Blaise l>e- 
longed to Mr. Belmont’s father fifteen years agi>, 
which induced the owner of Nursery Stud to get the 
stallion if mily liecause of sentimental reasons. 

There are only three horses in the four-year-ohl 
and upward class that will carr>' the Belmont silks 
ami they are Lord of the Vale, a six-year-old, by 
Hastings — Lady V’iolet: Blandy. a four-year-old, by 
Hastings — Belinda, and Mount Henry, l»y Henry of 
Navarre — Mount Vernon, .Mount Henry as a two- 
year-tdd ran in England, but was brought back to 
tliis country last season. The Belmont three-year- 
olds are eight in numl'er. the liest of tliem lieing 
the stake winning filly Tiptoe, by Hastings — Tarpeia. 
The others are Oaklawn. the Farandole-=— Margaret 
Jane ixdt. for which .Mr. Belmont paid Willie 
Shields in order to have a representative 

in tlie Saratoga Sjiecial last summer, but who 
turned out to Ik* the biggest kind of a diwippoint- 
ment: Don Diego, a colt by Henr.v of Navarn* — 
Bella Itoiimi. a half brother to Beldame, who did 
not conn* up to expectations last s«*ason; Woolw’lcli, 
a <*olt bv Hastings— Woodvine: Bridgeman. a colt 
by Octagon -St. Bridget: Bivouac, a filly l»y Hast- 
ings — Belinda, a full sister to Blandy; Lackey, a 
gelding bv Hastings — Lack-a-Daisv. and Hauteur, an 
English hred colt by Ladas— Hautesse, who was 
immirted as a suckling. 

There is much interest in the two-year-olds. In 
the lot is one English breil youngster named High 
(Hass, by Isinglass— Hautesse. The others have liwn 
named appropriately as usual. Bookman is a fine 
hM>king brown gelding by Octagon — St. Bridget, 
and is a full brother to Bridgeman. Curriiulum is 
a black gelding Iw Hastings —Carlotta. Don En- 
rique is Itv Hastings — Bella Donna and a half 
bridher to Beldame. Okenite is a gelding by Has- 
tings— Okienta Fond dll lac Is a gelding by Don 
de Oro— Fond Ho|k*s. A colt l»y Hastings— Lady 
Rost*mani* lK*ars tin* name of Rosemount. Saga- 
pa nak is a son i»f St. Blaisi* and Soiivcraine. 
Another c<dt by St. Blaise out of Souriante lM*ars 
the name of Smiling Tom. Otlicer. l»y St. Blaise — 
Ortegal. is a l»alf-br<*ther to Oarsman. Wild Dance, 
a son of Hastings — La Danseuse is another promis- 
ing .youngster. Shackle, by Hastings — Semiramis. 
is a bay gelding. Tliere are seven fillies, all highly 
bred. Glamor, bv Hastings— Glorv, is a full sister 
to the stake winner Glorifier. Lady Vincent, by 
St. Blaise— T.ady Violet, is a half sister to Lord of 
the Vale.
